The exprefling of fentiments through the medium of harmony, mull in the fame manner depend upon the Judgment of ffhe performer. Therefore, every 
inftru£ior fhould endeavour to allift the judgment of his pupils, by explaining the nature and defign of nuiiic, as adapted to particular fentirrjent^ or paiV* 
/ions, that their performances may be executed in a manner adequate to the particularity of the fubjedt. 

Abuve all, let a fuitable attention be paid to the important truths uttered in finging, that the great judge of quick and dead may be praifed with reverence; 
and foiemnity. 
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In tunes of three parts, and in thofe, which have a double bafs, in the following work, the upper h confidered as the tenor, or leading part 5 and the tre- 
ble, or fecond part, is placed between that and the b>afs. In tunes of four parts, the order is this, ill. the bafs, ad* the tenor, 3d. the counter, and 
4th the treble. . 

Wherever choofing notes occur, in any part, it may be proper to divide the voices, that one divifion of them may perfornt the upper, and the other the*, 
lower feries of notes, which will increafe the harmony.
